School  of  Hospital 
Administration 

The  new  school  year  brought  many 
changes  in  the  school  of  hospital  ad- 
ministration in  terms  of  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  programs.  While  details  must 
be  limited  to  this  issue,  selected  changes 
can  be  described. 

The  largest  first  year  class  of  the 
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school  was  accepted  in  September,  and 
thirty  students  now  begin  the  academic 
phase  of  the  program.  Thus,  with  24 
students  serving  their  residency  phase, 
the  enrollment  of  candidates  for  the 
master's  degree  now  total  54.  The  total 
of  living  alumni  reaches  272  with  the 
graduation  of  23  in  June. 

Three  new  members  have  joined  the 
faculty  since  November,  1969,  and 
make  a  full-time  faculty  of  five  and  an 
adjunct  faculty  of  eight.  Herman  L. 
Mullins,  assistant  professor  and  direc- 
tor of  continuing  education,  following 
retirement  from  the  USAF,  joined  the 
school  on  November  1,  1969.  Mr. 
Mullins,  an  alumnus  of  our  school,  has 
teaching  responsibilities  in  hospital  or- 
ganization and  administration,  health 


economics,  and  fiscal  management.  Dr. 
Lawrence  D.  Prybil,  assistant  profes- 
sor, was  appointed  effective  July  1, 
1970,  and  has  instructional  responsibil- 
ities in  hospital  organization  and  ad- 
ministration, administration,  and  re- 
search design  and  methodology.

Charles  P.  Cardwell,  now  emeritus 
professor,  cofounder  of  the  school  and 
long  time  director  and  vice  president 
of  the  College  Hospitals  for  his  re- 
ceipt of  the  American  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation's Distinguished  Service  Award. 
Doctor  Cardwell  is  a  deserved  recipient 
of  this  esteemed  award  for  his  able 
services  to  MCV,  the  state,  and  the 
nation.

School  of  Pharmacy 

The  school  opened  the  year  with  a 
record  enrollment  of  232  students,  in- 
cluding 90  sophomores  (an  all  time 
record),  76  juniors  and  66  seniors.  We 
thank  all  our  alumni  who  helped  re- 
cruit our  new  group  of  students.  We  are 
visiting  colleges  during  the  fall  months 


to  acquaint  students  about  pharmacy. 
Our  requirements  for  admission  re- 
main the  same:  a  "C"  average  and  63 
semester  hours  of  credit  including  8 
semester  hours  each  of  chemistry,  bi- 
ology, and  physics,  6  semester  hours 
each  of  English  and  mathematics,  3 
semester  hours  of  economics  and  18 
semester  hours  of  electives  in  lib- 
eral arts  (non-science,  non-business 
courses).  Additional  credits  in  the  spe- 
cified courses  may  be  granted  to  make 
up  the  total  of  63  semester  hours. 

Dr.  Milton  L.  Neuroth  serves  as  our 
coordinator  for  speakers  and  programs 
of  drug  abuse.  Because  of  the  heavy 
demand  for  speakers  in  this  area,  we 
asked  Doctor  Neuroth  to  handle  on  a 
clearing  house  basis  all  requests  ad- 
dressed to  pharmacy  faculty  and  staff. 
In  this  way,  the  load  can  be  distributed 
and  our  effort  in  this  area  made  more 
effective.  Doctor  Neuroth's  telephone 
number  is  770-4659. 

Mr.  Norman  Hilliard  is  serving  as 
our  coordinator  for  continuing  educa- 
tion. He  is  working  in  cooperation  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association  which 
wishes  two  regional  seminars.  He  also 
will  provide  help  to  local  associations 
in  securing  speakers  for  their  regular 
meetings.  A  great  part  of  his  effort  is 
being  devoted  to  gathering  together  in- 
formation that  will  assist  pharmacists 
in  locating  the  kind  of  specific  aids 
they  need  for  their  own  special  situa- 
tions. 

Our  school  worked  closely  with  the 
state  department  of  education  in  orga- 
nizing and  teaching  drug  abuse  educa- 
tion courses  to  secondary  school  per- 
sonnel throughout  the  State.  Mr.  Hil- 
liard organized  the  course  for  central 
Virginia  which  was  taught  to  52  stu- 
dents at  M.C.V. 

This  fall  we  were  pleased  to  wel- 
come four  new  faculty  members:  Mrs.

Kidney  Van 

A  specially  equipped  van  will  be 
used  by  surgeons  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  in  a  drive  to  obtain  an 
increased  number  of  donor  kidneys 
that  are  needed  for  transplantation  in 
chronic  renal  failure  patients  within 
a  five-state  area.  The  new  kidney 
transport  van  was  presented  this  week 
to  the  MCV  Department  of  Surgery  as 
part  of  the  year-old  program  of  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Kidney  Pro- 
curement Group.  The  program  in- 
volves 12  medical  teaching  institutions 
and  hospitals  in  Virginia,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Maryland,  North  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  and  Georgia  that  have 
joined  forces  to  increase  the  common 
pool  of  donor  kidneys  and  to  improve 
methods  of  tissue  matching  and  organ 
transportation. 

The  new  vehicle  has  been  pro- 
vided through  a  $5,000  grant  from  the 
Ford  Motor  Company  Fund  and  an 
additional  $3,000  in  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service  funds  and  private  dona- 
tions. The  kidney  transport  van  will 
travel  within  a  250-mile  radius  of 
Richmond — as  far  north  as  Baltimore, 
Md.,  and  as  far  south  as  Durham, 
N.  C. — to  obtain  donor  cadaver  kid- 
neys from  community  hospitals. 

The  van  will  carry  a  team  of  MCV 
surgeons  and  technicians  to  remove  the 
organs  and  an  $18,000  Belzer  machine 
to  maintain  the  organs  during  trans- 
port to  the  medical  center  needing  the 
organs  for  transplantation.  The  van 
will  serve  all  members  of  the  South- 
eastern Regional  Kidney  Procurement 
Group  except  Vanderbilt  University  at 
Nashville  and  Emory  University-Grady 
Hospital  at  Atlanta.  The  University 
of  Virginia,  MCV,  Norfolk  General 
Hospital,  Danville  Memorial  Hospital, 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  Duke  Uni- 
versity, the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Bowman-Gray  School  of  Medi- 
cine, the  University  of  Maryland,  and 
Georgetown  University  will  be  served 
by  the  new  transport  system.  The  van 
also  will  serve  other  outlying  hospitals 
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which  are  not  members  of  the  kidney 
procurement  program. 

Lyons  Building 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  has  named 
the  new  four  million  addition  to  the 
School  of  Dentistry  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Harry  Lyons.  The  new  dental  educa- 
tion facility,  to  be  known  as  the  Lyons 
Building,  is  located  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  Doctor  Lyons, 
dean  of  the  MCV  School  of  Dentistry 
for  nearly  twenty  years,  retired  on 
July  1  of  this  year. 

Action  by  the  VCU  Board  of  Visi- 
tors in  designating  the  dental  addition 
as  the  Lyons  Building  climaxes  for 
Doctor  Lyons  nearly  14  years  of 
planning  for  the  new  dental  education 
facility.  Doctor  Lyons  presided  over 
the  construction  of  MCV's  first  com- 
plete dental  education  building,  the 
Wood  Memorial,  in  1954,  and  two 
years  later  he  began  keeping  nota- 
tions for  plans  to  expand  into  still 
another  building. 

The  Lyons  Building,  which  was 
dedicated  last  January,  realizes  those 
expansion  plans.  The  new  four-story 
addition  gives  the  school  of  dentistry 
130  per  cent  more  floor  space  with 
105  dental  operating  areas  equipped 
with  modern  high-speed  equipment.  It 
is  the  only  dental  education  facility  in 
the  United  States  that  uses  closed- 
circuit  color  television  as  a  daily  teach- 
ing aid  in  dental  instruction. 

The  Lyons  Building  also  has  en- 
abled the  School  of  Dentistry  to  ex- 
pand its  entering  class  from  80  to  100 
students  with  future  plans  calling  for 
a  class  of  120  freshmen.  The  MCV 
school  of  dentistry,  the  only  dental 
school  in  Virginia,  currently  enrolls 
342  students  in  a  four-year  program. 


Nursing  Interns 

Thirty-one  recently  graduated  regis- 
tered nurses  began  September  1  a 
pioneer  venture  in  nursing  internship  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  The 
new  nursing  school  graduates  are  en- 
rolled for  a  year's  internship  training 
in  specialty  areas  of  nursing,  such  as 
medical-surgical,  pediatric,  and  ob- 
stetrical nursing. 

The  nursing  internship,  which  is  de- 
signed to  strengthen  the  health  team 
and    provide    comprehensive    patient 
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care,  is  a  staff  development  program 
of  the  department  of  nursing.  It  is  the 
first  internship  for  nurses  to  be  offered 
in  Virginia.  Goals  of  the  program  in- 
clude offering  the  new  nursing  grad- 
uate a  guided  clinical  experience  dur- 
ing her  first  year  of  employment  to 
aid  her  during  the  transition  from  be- 
ing a  student  nurse  to  an  employed, 
professional  nurse.  To  prepare  these 
new  nurses  for  their  chosen  nursing 
specialities,  each  nursing  intern  will 
follow  an  individual  schedule  of  rota- 
tion through  hospital  nursing  areas  and 
will  attend  weekly  study  seminars  and 
conferences  with  physicians. 


Assistant  Dental  Dean 

Dr.  Richard  P.  Elzay  has  been  ap- 
pointed assistant  dean  for  academic 
affairs  for  the  school  of  dentistry  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  In  the 
newly  created  post,  Doctor  Elzay  will 
be  responsible  for  coordination  and 
future  planning  of  the  school  of  den- 
tistry curriculum.  He  will  continue  as 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  oral  pathology.  Dr.  Elzay's 
new  appointment  by  the  VCU  Board 
of  Visitors  was  effective  July  1 . 


A  member  of  the  MCV  dental 
school  faculty  since  1962,  Doctor 
Elzay  was  named  chairman  of  oral 
pathology  in  1966  and  professor  in 
1969.  He  is  coordinator  of  cancer 
teaching  for  the  dental  school  and  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors,  ex- 
ecutive committee,  and  professional 
education  committee  of  the  Virginia 
division  of  the  American  Cancer  So- 
ciety. Doctor  Elzay  also  is  chairman 
of  the  subcommittee  on  oral  cancer 
evaluation  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Cancer  Education  and  a  coun- 
cilor for  the  International  Association 
of  Dental  Research.  He  is  a  diplomate 
of  the  American  Board  of  Oral  Pathol- 
ogy and  a  fellow  of  the  American  Col- 
lege of  Dentists  and  the  American 
Academy  of  Oral  Pathology. 

A  native  of  Lima,  Ohio,  Doctor 
Elzay  received  his  D.D.S.  degree  with 
highest  honors  and  an  M.S.D.  degree 
from  the  Indiana  University  School  of 
Dentistry  where  he  was  a  U.S.  Public 
Health  Service  postdoctoral  research 
fellow  in  oral  pathology.  He  also  cur- 
rently is  lecturer  in  oral  pathology  for 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Hospital  at  Ports- 
mouth, Virginia,  and  consultant  den- 
tist in  oral  pathology  to  the  Veteran's 
Administration  Hospital,  Richmond.

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School  of  Physical  Therapy 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
School  of  Physical  Therapy  has  been 
notified  of  "continued  full  approval" 
of  its  educational  program  according 
to  standards  developed  by  the  Council 
on  Medical  Education  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  in  conjunction 
with  the  Committee  on  Basic  Educa- 
tion of  the  American  Physical  Ther- 
apy Association.  The  physical  therapy 
program  at  MCV  recently  was  eval- 
uated by  a  survey  committee  and  was 
found  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
two  associations. 

Established  in  1945,  the  MCV 
School  of  Physical  Therapy  offers  a 
two-year  program  leading  to  a  bache- 
lor of  science  degree  in  physical  ther- 
apy. It  is  the  only  school  of  its  kind 
in  Virginia. 


Health  Screening  System 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
began  construction  this  fall  on  a  new 
comprehensive  health  screening  sys- 
tem that  will  rely  on  automation  and 
computers  for  early  detection  of  dis- 
eases and  for  more  efficient  use  of  the 
physician's  professional  skills  and  time. 
The  contract  for  construction  on  the 
new  facility,  called  the  Virginia  Model 
Multiphasic  Health  Screening  System, 
was  awarded  to  Century  Construction 
Co.,  Inc.,  of  Richmond  for  a  low  bid 
of  $250,000. 

The  automated  health  screening 
system  at  MCV  is  a  first  for  Virginia. 
It  also  is  one  of  several  pioneer  proj- 
ects in  the  nation  using  new  electronic 
equipment  to  offer  a  wide-range  of 
preventive  medical  care  to  an  increased 
number  of  patients.  The  MCV  screen- 
ing center  is  designed  to  give  com- 
prehensive health  examinations  to  100 
patients  per  day  with  an  annual  pa- 
tient load  estimated  at  20,000  persons. 

The  new  facility  will  occupy  10,000 
square  feet  on  the  seventh  floor  of  the 
MCV  Clinical  Center  at  11th  and 
Marshall  streets.  Construction  began 
in  September  with  completion  pro- 
jected for  January,  1971.  The  total 
multiphasic  health  screening  project 
has  been  budgeted  for  $400,000  for 
construction  and  equipment  with  fund- 
ing coming  from  the  federal  Hill- 
Burton  hospital  construction  program 
and  from  MCV.  The  automated  screen- 
ing system  at  MCV  will  be  directed 
by  Dr.  Robert  W.  lessee,  professor  of

preventive  medicine  and  formerly  di- 
rector of  local  health  services  for  the 
State  Department  of  Health. 

The  concept  of  multiphasic  health 
screening  has  evolved  from  early,  sim- 
ple mass  screening  programs  aimed  at 
detecting  a  specific  disease,  such  as 
chest  X-rays  for  tuberculosis,  Doctor 
lessee  said.  The  present  sophisticated 
concept  of  multiphasic  screening  has 
become  technologically  feasible  in 
recent  years  through  the  introduction 
of  new  computers  and  electronic  de- 
vices. 

Automated  multiphasic  health  test- 
ing uses  technicians  and  electronic 
equipment  to  conduct  routine  parts  of 
a  health  examination  which  usually  do 
not  require  the  skills  and  experience 
of  a  physician.  Results  from  multi- 
phasic screening  tests,  when  integrated 
with  the  patient's  medical  history, 
provide  the  physician  with  a  cumula- 
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tive  health  profile  on  the  patient  to  aid 
him  in  diagnosis,  evaluation  of  the 
patient's  health  status,  and  in  manage- 
ment of  the  patient. 

A  primary  objective  of  the  new 
screening  center,  Doctor  lessee  said,  is 
the  early  detection  of  disease — espe- 
cially of  heart  disease,  cancer,  and 
stroke,  the  three  leading  disease 
killers.  Testing  through  the  screening 
center  will  be  aimed  at  discovering 
those  apparently  "well"  persons  who 
have  a  high  risk  of  developing  a  disease 
and  at  spotting  asymptomatic  diseases 
in  an  early  stage  when  the  potential  is 
high  for  more  effective  therapy. 

The  center's  patients  may  be  re- 
ferred from  various  volunteer  and  of- 
ficial health  agencies,  private  practi- 
tioners, medical  societies,  industries, 
and  welfare  agencies  from  throughout 
the  state,  Doctor  lessee  said.  Each 
patient  must  have  a  referring  physi- 
cian, he  added,  so  that  the  patient  may 
return  to  the  physician  for  follow-up 
diagnosis  and  indicated  medical  care. 

The  screening  center  also  will  strive 
for  better  utilization  of  medical  man- 
power and  professional  time  to  lessen 
the  current  gap  between  high  public 
demand  for  more  and  better  health 
care  and  an  insufficient  number  of 
physicians  and  nurses  to  meet  that  de- 
mand. "Proper  use  of  the  lab  results 
would  allow  the  physician  to  accom- 
plish the  health  examination  with 
economic  advantage  to  both  patient 
cost  and  expenditure  of  the  physician's 
time.  Experience  in  other  clinics  has 
shown  that  tests  performed  in  an  auto- 
mated screening  clinic  cost  the  pa- 
tient from  one-fourth  to  one-third  of 
what  it  would  cost  to  have  the  same 
tests  done  the  traditional  way,"  Doctor 
lessee  said. 

To  reorient  existing  medical  per- 
sonnel to  use  automation  and  com- 
puters as  an  aid  in  health  care  delivery, 
the  center  plans  to  make  Virginia's 
practicing  physicians  aware  of  the  cen- 
ter through  the  MCV  School  of  Medi- 
cine's continuing  education  program 
and  by  encouraging  private  practi- 
tioners to  serve  as  clinicians  in  the 
screening  center.  The  new  facility  also 
will  be  a  training  ground  for  preparing 
technicians  to  perform  automated 
health  screening  duties  and  to  give 
MCV  medical,  nursing,  and  allied 
health  students  experience  in  the 
theory,  operation,  and  utilization  of 
the  screening  facility.
